and we aro fully cduvii.cod tijat, if the 
habit of croaking into which most of 
our people have fallen were bati drop- 
ped, and if they wore to doterraino 
to make the best of what they have be- 
fore thom, good results would immc- 
diaiely flow from their efforts.

ot the approach of the Derby becomes a 
gambling table, at which men vvho never 
eaff a horserace, who could not tell tha points 
of n horse, who would not know Hermit from 
a hack, and even women and boys, basten to 
taste tbo vile delight d gamblers, often to 
their domoralizatioD, sometimcB to ihoir ruin. 
As to tho pretence of keeping up tbe breed 
of horpcs, it ia needliEstu say that it is about 
as viiild and about aa bineoro as tho defonco 
ot fox-hunting on the grouml that it clcnis 
ihc country of vermin. Gambling — gainbln 
ing, every year inoro oxtoiiMivo, every year 
lor higher stakes, as tho need of oxcilcnisat 
increases — this ia , now tbe grand national 
amasement, and its crisis in tbo great Dation- 
ul event. Tho men of tho Conimonwaalth 
put a Htoj) 10 bear bailing and the other 
'spuria' ol ihat time. This is set down as a 
prooi of their moroaoiieos, aud Macaulay aaj s 
in hia cpigtnmnialic way, that the bear 
baiting was put down, not becauao it gave 
pain to tba bear, but becnuso it gave pleaju>c 
to tho spectators. Vane or Croui'.voU would 
probably have answered tbat it was not 
beeau-se it gavo pleasure, but beoauae ihe 
pl.-aauro which it gave was an ignoble, un- 
manly, and degrading pleasure, unwo:tliy 
olikeof a Christian and of an English citi- 
Zi^ni Thoso days, however, uro gone by. 
Nobody would now propose to interfere 
leg' illy with any aiuusenient not contrary to 
public order or decency. V/e have learnt 
that a censorship of maneera in attempting lu 
cure throws io the disease. If. indeetl, as 
tiio Times tells us, dm aristocracy, our hi'ro- 
ilitary li'gisl.ilnrs, aro gambling away their 
ejliitCH and iinpoverisliiiig llioir lilies, it may 
becoiiii! nocessary that the htato ehould step 
in lor the proteeiion of hereditary wisdom. 
But otherwise, as alienees against tlcaven 
mast bo left to tbe jurtsdiolion of Heaven, so 
moral diseases must be loft to moral cnrea. 
It is hard to moot in any inoml ptiilnsopher 
witli a good diagnosia of the moral malady of 
gambling, or a good pruseripliou for its cure. 
Moral pliiioH()|)liers oooui.y tbeinaolvca loo 
much with general sentimenie and theories, 
loo little Willi iho praciical oxaminatiuo and 
treatment of the inGrmitioH to wbicb buraan- 
iiy is tieir ; they are too much of the preach- 
er and es.-i'.yiiC. loo liltle of tho physician. 
There seitnia lo b' no prineipio or proipenaily 
ill human nature in iisolf uvil ; our vicea aie 
tho depravation or over excilemonia nt natur- 
al tendencies and desires. Tlie feeling ol 
hope, or wlialaver il ia that leads ua to von- 
turj and asfiire, ia capablu, I presume, like 
other feelings, of being over excited by arliQ- 
cial siini;ih;nt-i, such as tho gambling taUlo 
or Itie bi'liiiig ring alhii-ds. Or piTliapa a 
lower but m 10 naiuial explanation m.iy bo 
loand in the love of guiii coiiibinod witli tho 
dislike of labor. liut one thing suenn our- 
tain, ibat the passion for gambling provails 
only io tbe absence of any worthy object ol 
interest or do^ire. A man whoso raind was 
lully of manly o.'-piralions, or wlioro heart 
was occupied by Plrotig and [luro atiections, 
w.mld tin! b^: seen wailing ut the tolegr,.pli 
olli^e, with agony in bis face, for the nuws of 
a horse raeo or beard BOreuming and aubbin;' 
at Epaom because one animal had got tis 
bead balore snotbor, Tbe olerKymen and 
moralists who are lamenting and denounciug 
this base mania will iind that in tha case tl 
Itio individual they will do lillle by attack' - 
ini; it directly. Tho only way of esjielliiig 
the unliealthy and iininnral iiiiurcst is liy 
implanting an interest which is heidihy and 
moral. And na with the individual, so it ia 
with tho iiaiion. Give us a parliament ca- 
pab'e of biieg the organ of national ns|)ira- 
lion ai'd ellurt, lei great questions to otico 
mjre h.indUid iu eanieat Ijy groat men, lot 
oar political chiefs ouca moro display the 
qualities wiii"e touch a naiiou'a heart, and 
the soil of England will soon cease to bo 
absorbed by a h irso race. That it should bo 
so absetbed at present is not wonderfal. I 
eeo in the shop windows a caricature the 
form of which is itseU taken fj'.m the r.ice 
coiir.^e A jockey, whose looks bespeak hini 
the inoBt knavish of bis tribe is distarcing 
bis leas cunning rivals in the race. This ia a 
coricaiuro of the Reform struggle in tho 
Oouae of Commons, a caricature, no ; but a 
simple picture of tbe humiliatiug reality. 
Ou itie greatest of all national questions this 
parliarnetit, which Mr I/iwo calls heroic, not 
(inly allows ilnjif hut i.i apparently pleased to 
be riddun by eajnleiy and fraud ; and Iho 
victory in legi.=Iaiion belongs to him who ia 
moat familiar with tho tricka of liie turf and 
moat un'-orupnioua in praeti.sing thom.
